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Man, years ago the country philoso- 


pher David .Grayson wrote these lines 
about his haying: “There is a tide also in 
the affairs of red clover, and if the farmer 
would profit by his crop, it must be taken 
at the flood.” 

Nothing truer could be said of the hay 
harvest; so before breakfast this morning 
I hiked out the high ridge field to judge 
when the mowing must start. There’s a 
tendency to let a hay crop become over- 
ripe in the field, because this is a season 
when other tasks are pressing, and be- 
cause the hay won't really spoil as long as 
it’s standing 

But in the interest of color and pala- 
tability—which is to say of protein con- 
tent and food value—we'll always sacri- 
fice a bit of volume to get the hay into 
the barns early 

Not even in our upland Ozark Valley 
could June have produced a finer morn- 
ing, though with the sun an hour over

The Brannan Plan 


Out of all the discussion and argument started 
when Secretary Brannan announced a new farm 
program has come a little light—much heat. I 
am sorry he gave no recognition to the four types 
of farms in the United States. Until that is done, 
all attempts at smoothing out the big ups and 
downs in farming will fail. 

According to the Census Bureau there are: (1) 
Commercial farms which produce the bulk of our 
farm supplies, and yield relatively high returns. 
Except for a very minor percentage of corpora- 
tion farms in specialized areas, they are operated 
by families. (2) Low-production farms which for 
various reasons fail to produce enough to yield a 
reasonable standard of living. (3) Part-time farms 
whose owners work at some other business, but 
have sufficient time to raise a little surplus for sale. 
(4) Residential farms on which people live to en- 
joy the advantages of the open country while they 
make their living at something else. What is pro- 
duced on such farms is all used by the family. 

Clearly enough, a farm plan calling for heavy 
use of public tax money to keep prices from going 
extremely lajv cannot help much those in Types 
2, 3, and 4. And yet these types are operated by 
voters, and in Classes 2 and 3 they have very 
vigorous spokesmen. A public servant such as Mr. 
Brannan cannot ignore them. Recognition of the 
different types is basic to any farm program. I am 
sorry Brannan didn’t take that courageous step 

As I see it, all the farmers in Type 1 need is 
some insurance against the devastating kind of 
depression that hits about once in a generation. 
Their increasing dependence on a healthy nation- 
al economy makes them specially sensitive to vi- 
olent swings in the market places 

With a small amount of surplus to sell, the 
Type 2 man can’t be helped in the markets very 
much. He may need help in management and in 
getting more land, fertilizer, and equipment. Type 
3 is eligible for social security. He also needs the 
benefits of electricity, roads, and schools, which 
can be subsidized properly by the government. 
He never will market enough produce to be great- 
ly concerned by prices. High food prices will in- 
crease his living costs. Type 4 needs little more 
than good social institutions such as medical serv- 
ice, schools, and roads. Attempts to aid the lower 
three types through price support will give unfair 
advantage to Type 1 and place extravagant bur- 
dens on the taxpayer. 

It does seem that American agriculture is at 
a milestone in its history. Our farming has grown 
from the backwoods, rail-fence variety to the most 
efficient and productive found anywhere in the 
world. This has been the result of individual in- 
itiative and freedom of operation which was guar- 


anteed by our forefathers under our Constitution. 

The present argument about an agricultural 
program, and specifically Brannan’s proposal for 
price supports, is the most important question 
farmers as a group ever have faced. As a farmer, 
you must realize that it is not solely a question of 
‘“‘prices’’ for your corn, wheat, hogs, cattle, and 
cotton. 

Ihe problem you must answer in your own 
mind is whether you can afford the high price 
supports Brannan proposes with stringent acreage 
controls and marketing quotas. Or will you be 
ahead under flexible price supports with a 
minimum of regimentation and regulation? Now 
is the time to weigh this answer carefully. (See 
The Farmer's Washington, page 16.) 


That new house 


One of the finest farm homes we ever have 
shown you is presented on our cover this month. 
Its clean, strong lines are sure to be appreciated 
by evervone, regardless of his interest in good ar- 
chitecture. The inside arrangement is equally 
pleasing and practical. 

To me, such a house reflects calm, gracious 
planners—men and women who get much out of 
life and in turn put much into it. When I look at 
1 house all cut up with fussy little windows and 
covered with “gingerbread” ideas, I can see a 
builder much like it in nature 

In the cities, builders are so hard pressed for a 
little variety they can be excused, I think, for a 
little “‘gingerbread.”’ But in the great country 
spaces, such an excuse is not acceptable. 

As my work takes me across the Midwest I get 
deep satisfaction in the number of new farm 
homes, and the good taste displayed in their plan- 
ning. The new homes have long been needed. 
Pheir builders probably have been planning them 
a long time, too. There are many excellent plans 
to be had. However, they usually need careful 
study and adjustment before they fit perfectly 
your needs and surroundings. 

Though actual building of your house may be 
a few years ahead, it’s time to start collecting good 
ideas for it. As a hobby you can never find a bet- 
ter one. It will pay you, too, in money saved. 

If you are one of the majority which has a good, 
sturdy house built before modern conveniences 
were known on the farm, you have an even more 
interesting opportunity. This spring I have seen 
several houses stripped of sagging, fussy porches, 
useless summer kitchens, and thrown open to fine 
views and sunshine by well-balanced windows— 
very often the extremely popular picture window. 

By your good judgment in planning your home 
and service buildings, you contribute much to 
the character of your neighborhood and your own 
satisfaction in the work you have chosen.

Magic bread softener. Quictly and 
without any publicity, an extremely im- 
portant hearing has been going on in the 
Food and Drug Administration. Since 
the first of the year, this government 
agency has been studying the possibilities 
of a new “bread softener” used by Amer- 
ican bakers 

G. L. Prichard, director of the Fats 
and Oils Branch of the P.M.A., has re- 
ported estimates that if this new sub- 
stance comes into widespread use, it 
might eliminate the use of 600 to 700 mil- 
lion pounds of shortening, lard, butter, 
and oils. Other estimates have been made 
that this is about equal to the production 
of soybeans from 3,500,000 acres 

The new bread softener is a chemical 
emulsifier. One of the big manufacturers 
is the Adas Powder Company. The ques- 
tion before the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration is whether the stuff is toxic, and 
whether the bread in which it is used is 
actually bread in the accepted sense. 
Hearings probably will be concluded 
some time in July 

Some of the claims made for the sub- 
Stance are that in one bakery mix, 1 
pound of the chemical bread softener, 
plus 5 pounds of water, would displace 6 
pounds of shortening. The numbers of 
eggs, it is claimed, could be reduced from 
14 to 4 pounds per mix. Milk might be 
eliminated entirely. These claims are 
made by distributors, not by the Aas

“Tll stick to my country pulpit” 


A pastor tells why serving farmers gives him greater 


satisfaction than he could find in a big, city church 


By J. B. King 


After 22 years, the chance came to 
leave the country and take a fine posi- 
tion in the city. The temptation was very 
great. 

It was the natural thing to do. George 
Graham's children—all five of them 
had left the farm and held gor rd positions 
in various cities. Jim Carson and his 
sister left their folks only three vears ago 
and were working in Chicago. My neigh- 
bors to the east at 60 years of age were on 
the farm alone after rearing four children 

Che sociologists have pointed out that 
it is the trend for people to leave the farm 
areas and move into the city. Why 
shouldn't I follow suit? 

For 11 years, I had been engaged in 
rural education, and for another 11 
vears | had served as pastor of a country 
church. Twenty-two ve: of hard work 
with minimum income 
charged my obligatior 
ple. Nobody could say t 
out on them 

Life in the city would be so different 
more opportunities to meet different types 
of people, wider social horizons, many 
cultural advantages, the chance to live a 
life away from the prving eves of every 
neighbor, and—above all-—good pay 

But no, it wasn’t as easy as that; too 
many memories and too many facts had 
to be considered first. There was the 
time when we moved into our first coun- 
try parsonage. Nowhere in either the 
university or the seminary had I been 
told what to expect. 


r 
The house had nine rooms and no bath, 
instead of eight and a bath. The floors 
were porous, the paper on the walls 
ancient, the basement impossible, and 
the kitchen would have frightened a 
home-economics teacher to death. All 
that recommended the house was that a 
home light plant had been installed some 
years earlier but the batteries were 
dead 

It was then I discovered that the spirit 
of the pioneers still existed in the country. 
It was a real experience to remodel the 
house with the help of our farmer neigh- 
bors, using whatever materials we were 
able to !mprovise 

Then there was the night when our 
first-born became suddenly very ill. At 
1 o'clock in the morning, we frantically 
called the doctog, 10 miles distant, on the 
party telephone. Before he was able to 
irrive, two neighbors were at the house 
Both made themselves useful and com- 
forting. If I move to the city, will the 
neighbors help me when I am in trouble? 

Of course, the yardstick of so-called 
modern success is against the man who 
lives in the country. How my one semi- 
nary professor raved when he heard that 
we were moving to a country parish! He 
said, ‘‘You'll bury yourselfin the country ; 
why meve to the sticks? Let me help you 
find a good city church.” 


Ihe banker in the little village near 
which our church was located was no 
more helpful. When I entered the bank to 
open an account and introduced myself, 
he said, “Oh, you’re the new pastor of 
the Far View Church; I suppose you 
couldn’t get anything else.” 


N. ver shall I forget the first Sunday in 
church. The people had come from far 
and wide to hear the new preacher. There 
they sat in the pews father, two or three 
children, then mother with a baby in her 
arms. There must have been 15 or 20 
babies in church that morning. My 
speech teacher at the university had 
never told me how to compete with a 
dozen and a half babies. 

However, it dawned upon me that 
morning that the conce ft the family 
remains strong among farm peopl 
John, my neighbor to the north, had five 
children. Many times I watched that 
family—like a good team—swing into 
tasks that had to be completed 

Che oldest son helped his father in the 
field; the oldest daughter helped mother 
in the kitchen; the other children had 
various tasks: gathering eggs, feeding 
‘ hic kens, br Inging in « obs and wood, and 
getting the cows at milking time. After 
chores, out on the front lawn, the entire 
family would play games, talk, and rest 

Would I find this in the city? Father 
probably would work in some office, son 
would work at night, daughter would be 
off to some camp, and mother would be 
busy in some other occupation. The fam- 
ily would be torn apart instead of solidi- 
fied by common interests 

Of course, there were some distinct 
problems raised in the farm family which 
the city family never experienced: For 
three days, a severe blizzard had raged 
It was time for Mrs. Knight to enter the 
hospital; her first baby was about to be 
born. It was not only impossible to get 
her to the hospital, it was also impossible 
for the doctor to get through to the home. 
Even the snowplow had to give up.

Phe frantic prospective father begged 
the doctor to do something, over the 
phone The line was cle ared The baby 
was delivered by telephone. That is, the 
father would report progress to the doctor 
on the other end of the line and the doc- 
tor would direct the father in the next 
steps to be taken 

It was a harrowing experience, but the 
child was as fine a youngster as has ever 
been born. When the doctor arrived the 
next day, he reported that mother and 
babe were doing as well as if the mother 
had had the most expert hospital care 

Yes, in spite of disadvantages in some 
farm areas, the spirit of the pioneers lives 
on and overcomes the difficulties 

As long as there are farm people, the 
spirit of bold independence, which has

\a is the truth about our food 


supply? 

You've probably read—as I have 
—that we're all starving to death, 
though our waistlines move out and 
grocery bills up. That farmers are 
mining their soils of minerals, then 
selling unsuspecting city consumers 
poorer and poorer food. That your 
bones will become brittle, your 
teeth decay, your heart will stop at 
an early age. That we face “race 
suicide.” 

All this because we're eating 
worthless steaks, from starved 
steers, from undernourished plants, 
from sickly soil. 

All this interested me greatly. 
After all, if | weren’t going to live to 
be 80, I wanted to speed up my liv- 
ing schedule so I'd have done it all 
by 50. 

So, while my bones still were 
strong enough for travel, I started 
out to learn what was fact and 
what just made a good, scary story. 
I talked to doctors of the soil, to 
doctors of plants, to doctors of hu- 
mans. I talked to nutrition experts, 
and to the evangelists who are 
shouting “‘suicide.” 

I learned a great deal about soil, 
health, and hokum. 

First, there is more oratory than 
knowledge about the effect of soil 
fertility on human health. 

Second, the truth often is more 
exciting than the half-truths we've 
heard so much. For example: 


Hokam: “The baby won't have 


good bones if its formula is made of 


milk from a cow whose feed was de- 
ficient in phosphorus and calcium. 
And the adult won’t build muscle 
and blood from beefsteak devoid 
of protein-building minerals and 
iron.” 


Fact: The cow did not join the great 
swing toward selling a poorer prod- 
uct at a higher price. If her diet is 
low in calcium, she will take cal- 
cium from her own bones, and put 
it in her milk. As that supply runs 
low, she will give less and less milk, 
but it will contain honest weight in 


. 


minerals. When it’s gone, she quits 
giving milk, and often dies from the 
effects of robbing her body of nutri- 
ents. But she doesn’t cheat. 

At Michigan State College, two 
herds of cattle live side by side. For 
four years, their entire ration has 
been grown on one farm. Half the 
farm is unfertilized, half heavily, 
dosed with every fertilizer material] 
there is. One herd is fed the fer- 
tilized crops, the other, unfertilized 

The result? The fertilized half of 
the farm produces more milk than 
the unfertilized. But not better milk 
That’s because it produces more 
tons of grass. But there’s no evi- 
dence to prove the grass is any bet- 
ter, blade for blade. 

As for the sickly steak—why 
can’t you build muscle and blood? 
The steer did. Careful studies have 
shown that the amounts of calctum, 
phosphorus, and protein in meat or milk 
are not influenced in any significant way 
by what the animal eats, or by the soil on 
which the feed was raised. 


Hokam: “The alarming fact is that 
foods—fruits, vegetables, and grains 

now being raised on millions of 
acres of land that no longer con- 
tains enough of certain needed 
minerals, are starving us, no matter 
how much of them we eat!” 


Fact: Why, then, do we have a 
constant generation-by-generation 
increase in the size of the bony 
structure of our young people? 
Bones are built from minerals. 

So far as we know, man needs 
some 12 mineral elements for 
growth. Ruminant animals need 
cobalt besides, to make 13. Plants 
also require 13 mineral elements, 11 
of them the same as required for 
man and animals. Except for cobalt 
and iodine, plants won’t grow un- 
less all the man-needed minerals 
are present. It is true that a head of 
lettuce grown in Florida probably 
won’t have as high a mineral con- 
tent as one grown in Iowa. The 
mineral content of soils increases 
from our Southeastern

Editor’s Note: The following discussion of the dairy situa- 
tion ishased largely on U.S.D.A. reports and the comments of 
some 20 professional farm managers, extension dairymen, 
agricultural economists, and farmers from New York to Min- 
nesota. I hope it will help you in your thinking on what to do 
about dairying. Ss 


er prices for milk and cream have caused a 
great deal of concern and discussion about what lies 
ahead for the farmer with a dairy enterprise. 

In some fields such as quality requirements, effi- 
ciency, and lower-cost production, there is general 
agreement. When it comes to government price-sup- 
port policies, the margarine question, and the prob- 
able future demand for dairy products, there appears 
to be more argument. 

Past experience indicates that under recession con- 
ditions, dairying is more stable and provides a more 
regular source of income than most alternative farm- 
ing enterprises. However, for the €ellow who doesn’t 
especially like dairying, this is still a good time to 
switch to some cther kind of farming. 

This applies especially to some dairymen in the’bus- 
iness who never will be able to produce quality milk. 
Now is the time for them to get into another kind of 
farming which doesn’t have the sanitary requirements 
that dairying has. 


A quick glance at the farm-production side of the 
picture shows that dairymen have been culling their 
herds, with the result that present milk cow numbers 
on farms is the lowest in 18 years. Average production 
per cow of 5,036 pounds of milk and 200 pounds of 
butterfat is a new record. Despite increased produc- 
tion per cow, total milk production in this country 
last year was 3 percent below that of a year earlier, 
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oh ae 


at’s ahead for dairying 


Producers who set up quality standards and 
boost production efficiency will be in the 


strongest position. Work to cut costs now 


and we had the smallest annual output since 1941. 

Last year’s milk production per capita of 788 pounds 
was the lowest since 1925. Production of evaporated 
milk last year was up 7 percent, and dry whole milk 
was up 5 percent over the year earlier. Production of 
creamery butter was 9 percent less than in 1947 and 
the second-smallest volume since 1922. At the same 
time, retail price for home-delivered milk at 25 major 
markets in 1948 averaged 20.9 cents a quart, 2 cents a 
quart above a year earlier. 


There are indications that the decline in dairy cow 
nurhbers may reach the low point this year, and that 
dairy farmers largely have completed their postwar 
adjustment. Apparently this was as painless as could 
be with rising milk prices as cow numbers declined. 
This occurred ‘in a period when farmers were receiv- 
ing the best price in history for milk and even better 
prices for veal calves, old cows, and producers culled 
from the herd. 

Farmers now are in an unusually good position to 
expand their dairy operations when alternatives such 
as cash grain, hogs, or beef, become less attractive 
than they have been 

After years of continually rising wages, the farm- 
labor situation may be at turning point. Farm wages 
reported on April 1 were lower than a year earlier. 
This is the first time since July 1939 that wages were 
lower than on the corresponding date the year before. 
More available labor will be an encouragement to 
more dairying. 

Already an increasing number of farmers are con- 
sidering dairying because this enterprise fits the gov- 
ernment’s agricultural program of emphasis on crop 
reduction, and soil conservation that obviously lies 
ahead. When the cards are down, Congressional ac- 
tion on price supports, acreage [ Turn to page 140

cover, they'll say “Hospitality 
The reason they gave—and give—that 
word such importance is found in a plan- 
ning session they had several years ago. At 
that time they listed as a family (two grown- 
ups, four children) the things they wanted 
their new home to do for them; and they were bowled over 
by the number of friends and visitors the farm family—any 
farm family—might expect every week of the year. So, they 
planned their farmhouse and its grounds to handle visitors 
easily, hdspitably. 





Amy’s specific demand was for “ta house with the front 
entrance on the ground level—not perched up on stilts with 
the basement windows blinking.’

, cut or not to cut a hay crop at a particular time under 
changeable weather conditions is a question many a farmer asks 
himself. With humid weather in June, it’s easy to postpone hay- 
making or grass-silage making until—-sometimes—wecks past the 
best and most nutritious stage of growth 

Let us keep in mind that once grasses such as timothy or brome- 
grass, are headed out or in bloom, or once such legumes as alfalfa 
or red clover are from one-fourth to one-ha'f in bloom, these hay 
crops decline in feed value. True, they may have a higher tonnage 
yield per acre a week or 10 days later. But the quality or nutritive 
value of the crop is no longer what it was at the earlier stage of 
growth. 

The milk production of cows fed alfalfa hay cut at different ma- 
turities has been in almost direct proportion to the earliness of 
cutting. Thus, alfalfa hay cut in early bloom produced more milk 
and butterfat per acre than alfalfa cut later. 

Timothy hay cut before bloom has around 10 percent protein, 
in early bloom 8 percent, in full bloom 6 percent. In the seed 
stage it has 5 percent protein. Alfalfa hay cut before bloom has 19

In these tests, cattle sprayed top plus 
underline went an average of 11 days 
longer between treatments than cattle 
sprayed on topline only 

Cattle sprayed on top plus underline 
were well cleared of “seed lice’’ by the 
summer spraying. We have observed that 
spraying the entire animal in the summer 
usually winds up the louse problem for 
the entire year, provided no lousy ani- 
mals are brought into the herd

Summer feedlot cattle can be kept free 
from flies by a single spraying of the 
steers with ) percent insecticide. Along 
with this must go two thorough sprayings 
of barns, sheds, feed bunks, fences, and 
all trees in feedlots—first, one spraying 
of 2 percent, and then one spraying of 1 


percent insect ide. 


Knocked horsefiies. \lany times you 
may have heard folks say, “DDT is no 
good for horseflies.” 

Our first inkling that this statement 
might not hold water was in the summer 
of 1946, when we sprayed 10 pastures of 
like cattle on one farm. For the past two 
seasons, these cattle have had practically 
no horseflies bothering them. The DDT 
concentrations varied from 14 percent to 
5 percent. When horseflies are abundant, 
the population surely decreases after 
spraying herds with a mixture of 14 per- 
cent BHC (6 percent gamma) and 4 per- 
cent DDT. 


Does DDT still have kick? People have 
complained that DDT did not kill the leg 
or stable flies. When we asked how they 
sprayed the cattle, the answer usually 
was, “The same way as usual—on the 
bac e.”” 

Ihe horn fly spends most of its time on 
the backs of cattle, and therefore is much 
easier to kill than the stable tly, which 
feeds mostly on the legs of animals. To 
destroy the stable fly, you must place the 
insecticide where the flv will have to walk 
over it

Stable flies are tough. [The stable fly 
stays on its host animal only long enough 
to suck up a stomac hful of blood. He is 
hard to kill because he does not usually 
stay on the animal long enough to absorb 
a killing dose of spray 

In 1948, when we carefully sprayed the 
legs and underlines of dairy cows with !9 
percent methoxychlor, we found that it 
was effective for three days or longer in 
killing stable flies. Increasing the meth- 
oxychlor concentration to 2 percent gave 
a longer protection, but not in proportion 
to the increase in concentration and cost 
of material 

Whenever we have a hard job of con- 
trolling stable flies, we mix the drinks for 
the flies—that is, we make a mixture of 1 
percent DDT and !2 percent BHC. The 
BHC has a fast knockdown and has a 
fairly good lasting effect in barns and 
other service buildings 

In barns and sheds not used for dairy 
animals, we have found that a mixture of 
DDT and BHC does a fast, efficient job 
of fly and tlea control. This is a good 
combination to use on hog houses and 
pens where a BHC odor is not especially 
objecuionable 


Needn*t cut mitk flew. In tests with 
two herds last vear, there was little etlect 
on milk flow when we sprayed cows in 
stanchions at 600 pounds pressure just be- 
fore milking time. We took actual weights 
at milkings before and after spraying 


Resistant housefiies. \\Ve ve seen lab- 
oratory tests where it took 30 times as 
long to kill one particular strain of house- 
tiv as it took to kill the common strain of 
unexposed housetlies 

Laboratory technicians in the East find 
that houseflies are becoming resistant to 
DDT. Reports from the West indicate 
that all flies during the past season ap- 
parently became resistant not only to 
DDT, but to methoxychlor, Rothane, 
Toxaphene, and Chlordane 

In the Midwest, fly resistance to the 
newer insecticides is not a major problem 
Our greatest problem seems to be the 
fact that we now are depending almost 
entirely on insecticides to control flies 
We appear to be forgetting the necessity 
of following sanitary practices 

New materials are in the offing. The 
U.S.D.A. recently announced a svyn- 
thetic pyrethrum, still in the experimen- 
tal state. It is nontoxic to humans, but is 
more toxic to insects and has a more last- 
ing effect than the regular, standard 
pyrethrum 

We are going to continue to use DDT, 
methoxvchlor, Rothane, and some Toxa- 
phene on beef cattle and on sheds and 
buildings. The dairvman will be wise in 
going over to methoxvchlor or possibly 
pyrethrum-piperonyl butoxide or 
dairy cows, with methoxychlor 
spray for his dairy barns. END

old woodwork 


Your decorating will be easier if yesterday’s dark wood- 


work is given a bright coat of paint or a light wood finish 





Pound in nails if they pro- 
trude. If they are loose, re- 
place them with new ones. 
Nailheads should be forced 
below wood surface with a 
nail set. The holes then are 
filled with putty, so nails do 
not show. Moldings and cor- 
ner joints must be checked 


carefully for loose sections 


Beeswax, kept in a bored 
hole of a hammer handle, 
will take the work out of 
pounding nails into hard 
wood. Coat the nail well 
with wax, or soap, to pre- 
vent cracking or splitting, 
and to make nail entrance 
easy Also, use a wood bloc k 
to prevent marring the wood

Apply varnish remover to 
woodwork freely with a 
brush over a small portion 
at a time. Let stand about 
10 minutes, then remove old 
varnish or paint with a paint 
scraper or putty knife. Sev- 
eral coats may be necessary 
to clean completely, but let 
the remover do the work. 


Serub surface with a stiff 
scrubbing brush and warm, 
soapy water. This will re- 
move all traces of varnish re- 
mover and any oil or dirt in 
the wood grain. Avoid too hot 
water, lor it may Cause 
warpage Wipe surface dry 
with a soft cloth, then allow 


complete drying overnight. 





Apply filler to large scratch- 
es, cracks, or poorly fitting 
corner joints. Commercially 
prepared wood-fiber or plas- 
tic wood is inexpensive and 
easy to use The filler is 
pressed into the cracks with 
a knife, filling the cracks 
completely After drving, 
it may be sanded smooth 


Raise dents in the wood by 
applying several thicknesses 
of damp cloth over the dam- 
aged area, then pressing 
with a hot iron. Raise the 
cloth and iron every few 
seconds to allow the steam 
to €s¢ ape, then reapply pres- 
sure. Large dents can be 
raised considerably this way.

Paint the woodwork if it is 
to be white, cream, or to 
match the wall tones. Two 
coats of flat paint usually are 
necessary the first time to 
give a smooth surface. The

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= simple it is to give a 30-year-old 
house the look of today’s moderns!

The supplies are relatively few and 
easily had. Nails, paintbrushes, sand- 
paper, and screws probably are in your 
workshop already.

Check your supplies, get what you 
need, and go to work now. 





Hang doors level if they are 
at the sagging stage and do 
not close tightly and easily 
Check the hang with a car- 
penter’s level; then correct 
the hang by removing the 
hinges and replacing them 
at the proper place. It’s 
easier to move a hinge than 
to battle with sticking doors 





Sandpaper all the wood- 
work thoroughly. Use coarse 
grade of sandpaper first to 
remove lara scratches, 
( hipped edges, and stain 
blemishes in the wood. Then 
sand to satin smoothness 
with a very. fine-grained 
paper. Tack the sandpaper 
on a block of wood to sand 





Apply bleach to the wood- 
work if a lighter than natu- 
ral finish is desired. Poorly 
matched areas of wood may 
also be made to blend by 
bleaching the darker por- 
tions. Oxalic-acid crystals, 
available at hardware stores, 
or commer ial bleaches both 
will preserve the wood grain 





Wax the surface with cream 
or liquid wax for best re- 
sults. Apply the wax evenly 
and sparingly with a soft 
cloth. It may be polished to 
a dull luster when dry. Keep- 
ing woodwork well waxed 
makes cleaning easier, pre- 
serves paint and wood, and 
gives it a well-finished look.

oa rden tips 


June is here again, bringing beau- 
tiful weather, picnics, handsome 


gardens, and plenty to keep us busy 


In the vegetable garden. \lany gar- 
deners write in each year asking me how 
much salt should be used to control weeds 
in an asparagus bed. The answer is al- 
wavs the same do not u uf in the gar- 
den. If you apply enough to control the 
weeds, asparagus vields are reduced 
Neither is 2,4-D safe around asparagus, 
as it will damage the spears and even 
drift to other garden crops We suggest 
mulching and hand-weeding as still, by 
far, the best treatment for asparagus beds 

To keep rhubarb plants producing, 
keep flower shoots cut out. If a great 
many seed stalks are appearing, it may 
mean that the patch is short on nitrogen 
and in need of a top-dressing of manure. 

Your biggest battles of the month will 
be with insect pests. If plant lice (aphids 
have appeared, you can control them 
with a dust containing at least 34 of 1 
percent rotenone. Repeat the treatment 
every 7 days as long as the insects are 
present. Another old stand-by for aphid 
control is 40 percent nicotine sulfate and 
soapy water 

By dusting cabbage plants every 7 davs 
with a 3 percent DDT dust, you can har- 
vest clean heads all summer. I prefer to 
use the dusts rather than sprays, because 
the liquid does not spread evenly over 
the waxy leaves 


If you’ve been wondering whether to 
stake your tomatoes or not (see sketch 
ibove), may I say this: Both systems, 
staking and allowing the bushes to sprawl, 
have their merit. You with limited gar- 
den space should stake; those of you with 


large garde ns will not need to 


In the flower garden. Keep flower 
borders looking their best and blooming 
long, by picking off all dead flower heads 
and seed pods. This is particularly true of 
ris and peonies. As these early flowers 
reach the end of their blooming period, 
transplant later annuals in their places 

Io make them more bushy, pinch out 
the tips of coleus, marigolds, zinnias, 
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snapdragons, and others that may tend to 
be leggy. However, some flowers look 
best if given just the opposite treatment 
For instance, large flowering dahlias 
should be pruned to leave only the strong- 
st stalk on each plant. As soon as this 
main stalk is about 15 inches tall, pinch it 
back to the second pair of top leaves in 
order to force out side shoots. As these 3 
or 4 side shoots develop, keep all the side 
buds picked off in order to throw all the 
strength into the terminal bud on each 
shoot. This should give you 3 or 4 large 
blooms per plant 

The most serious insect pest of the 
gladiolus in recent years has been gladi- 
olus thrips, which are most active on 
flowers and foliage. Infested flowers are 
badly discolored and may even fail to 
open properly. The insects feeding on the 
leaves produce whitish marks. 

lo control on growing plants, apply 5 
percent DDT dust at weekly intervals 
more during rainy weather, less during 
hot, dry weather. If you prefer a spray, 
use 2 tablespoons of 50-percent, wettable 
DDT in a gallon of water. Start treat- 
ment this month after third leaf appears 
If you wait until the thrips are down in 
the center of the husks, they are almost 
impossible to kill 


Areund the yard. Spring flowering 
shrubs should be pruned after blooming 
rather than in the early spring. If yours 
are in need of pruning or thinning this 
year, trv to get at them within 2 or 3 
weeks after they stop blooming. Don’t 
make the mistake of shearing them like 
the barber does with his clippers. Shrubs 
planted for trimmed hedges, and some 
evergreens, are the only ones that should 
be sheared 


Lilacs that are getting too large should 
be pruned right after blooming stops 
Make the cuts back to lower side branch- 
es. Remove the “sucker” whips that 
come up at the base to encourage lower 
branching. See sketch above 

To prune a shrub such the Van- 
houtte Spirea, cut back the oldest canes 
to the ground in order to encourage 
vounger, flowering wood. Long 


branched canes sh uld be cut back to 
force branching. 


Im the erchard. Examine the inside 
leaves of currant bushes for signs of cur- 
rant worms (greenish worms with black 
spots, up to | inch in length). They feed 
on the leaves and, when abundant, strip 
them from the plant. If vou find even a 
few of them, spray or dust weekly with 1 
percent rote none ull all insects are gone 

If your fruit tree limbs are heavily 
loaded with fruit this year, thin them so 
that none of the fruit will be touching 
when fully mature. This is important for 
peat hes piumis, al apri Ss. Space the 
peaches 5 in apart « the limbs,

It’s a foundation upon 


which to build a well-balanced, satisfying youth program. 


It’s an excellent way to identify your own problems

his is a period of transition, a time when 
men and women begin to taste independ- 
ence. It is then that they change from 
school and perhaps part-time employ- 
ment to full employment; from single to 
married life, and from living with parents 
to the establishment of homes. With these 
changes come important decisions which 
affect the kind of life that lies ahead 
Where can young men and women 
go for help with their problems? Imme- 
diately one thinks of the numerous farm- 
youth agencies and organizations set up 
for just this purpose. But are these groups 
actually meeting the needs and problems 
of their members? 
\ farm-youth program may consist olf 
a group of young men from a local-school 
district meeting weekly to discuss such a 
problem as “Feeding dairy cattle for ef- 
ficient milk production.”

hey are concerned about their eco- 
nomic security, CiVvi¢ problems, SO ial ad- 
justment, health, morals, education, get- 
ting married, establishing a home and 
family. Many seem to be at war with 
themselves, and they wonder how they’ re 
getting along with others. Thev long to 
be responsible and Act eptable No two

sonal and social psychological problems, 
as well as health, and courtship, sex, and 
marriage problems. They lack the per- 
sonal integration, the peace of mind, and 
the social adjustment that they desire

Age makes a difference. Usually, the 
younger the persons, the more problems 
they have. Worries about themselves, 
their relation to others, educational prob- 
lems.

\ farm owner who recently inherited 
property suspected the old farmhouse was 
infested with termites. A self-styled ter- 
mite “expert” offered to inspect it 

In a few davs the xpert” presented 
the owner with a bill for $786. This 
amount was to cover the cost of 255 gal- 
lons of the “expert's” own brand of chem- 
ical. The owner hadn’t told the “expert” 
to treat the building, but he paid for it 

When Willis N. Bruce, entomologist 
with the Illinois Natural History Survey, 
inspected the house a month later, he 
found thriving colonies of termites 


On. reason gvp termite extermi- 


nators do a good business is because many 
people know so littl about termites 

The termites most common in the 
Midwest live in “galleries” built in the 
soil. There they find moisture, and some- 
times wood or other cellulose, to satisfy 
hearty appetites. When he cannot find 
food nearby, the termite builds clavey 
shelter tubes. The tubes are about the 
diameter of a lead pencil These tubes 
lead from the colony to the nearest food 

wood buildings, cornstalks, paper, o1 
clothing Ihe worker termite travels 
back and forth in this tube, over or 
through masonry, carrying food to the 
rest of the colony 

So, in your search for termites, look first 
for gravish shelter tubes over masonry 
Use a screwdriver and hammer to probe 
foundation timbers and look for honev- 
combed wood left by termites. In spring, 
look for swarming kings and queens 

S$ecause vour house is heated, it makes 
a better termite home than your bart 
Sut don’t overlook any farm buildings 
If vou do find signs of termites, don’t 
putina life-or-death” call for the ex- 
terminator right away. The shelter tubes 
r honevycombed wood may have been 
occupied by a colony that died many 
months, or even years, ago. Break open 
the tube or the wood and look for the 
grayish-white workers and soldiers. They 
a about a quarter-inch long 

Even if you find a colony alive and 
feeding, don’t let a termite control man 
scare you into believing that the termite’s 
ippetite is large enough to chew up your 
house ina week or a month

Che ditching method of applying soil 
poison consists of removing the soil along 
the foundation wall for half its depth 
Then apply the chemical poison about 
évery 7 vertical inches as the soil is re- 
placed. For inside treatment, holes will 
have to be made in the floor (even a con- 
crete floor) and soil poison applied as 
explained above 

[here are three good soil poisons 
rrichlorobenzene (for outside use only 
because of its strong odor), Pentachloro- 
phenol, or sodium arsenite will do the job. 
Oil solutions of trichlorobenzene (20 to 
25 percent) and Pentachlorophenol (5 
percent) should be used at the rate of 14 
gallon for every cubic foot of soil treated 
Sodium arsenite should be dissolved in 
water at the rate of 10 pounds to | gallon 
olf water. One gallon of this mixture 
should be used for every cubic foot of soil 
treated 

All three of the chemicals will damage 
shrubbery and other vegetation. They 
are poisonous and should be kept away 
from children and animals. Detailed in- 
structions for their use will be found in 
state and federal circulars 

For buildings already constructed, soil 
treatment is the easiest method of getting 
rid of termites. But in some cases, re- 
building is necessary.

Coastal Plain to the Rocky Mountains. 

But there is no sound evidence to show 
that this fact ever has made any differ- 
ence to anyone The minimum for plants 
seems also to be enough for man 

The wild claims on this point often 
contradict each other. One of the most 
humorous concerns itself with the famous 
man rabbits in Missouri who were so 
starved for minerals that they would not 
even look at a woman rabbit. Soil-health 
enthusiasts in Florida try to prove exactly 
the same point with poor “George 
White” as the example. George has no 
power of self-direction because “the lack 
of phosphorus in his food kills his energ) 
and his intellect.” Unfortunately, 
parallel between George and the man 
rabbits is not quite 100 percent. It seems 
George is the father of 10 children! 
Hokum: “A!! chemical fertilizers are poi 
son.

This brings up another point. Sup- 
pose a timothy pasture seems to be lead- 
ing to nutritional troubles in the animals 
grazing it. So we lime it, seed alfalfa. The 
trouble ‘ lears up We throw our hats in 
the air and say the animals were starving 
for calcium F 

But that isn’t ‘necessarily true. The 
trouble may have been due to the lack 
of any one of a number of elements. And 
the cure due not to the soil weatment 
directly, but due to the change in plant 
species, from timothy to alfalfa. The cal- 
cium, phosphorus, cobalt, manganese, 
and copper content of different kinds of 
forages will vary tremendously, even 
when grown on the same soil 

Kentucky bluegrass, for example, will 
contain several times as much cobalt as 
timothy growing alongside it. And alfalfa 
often will contain two or three times as 
much as the bluegrass. Many times, the 
big increase in food value per acre is not 
due so much to the specific minerals 
added, but to the fact that these minerals 
enable you to grow more nutritious types 
of plants 


Hekam: “The soil around a certain 
Midwest city is poor in calcium. Three 
hundred children of this community 
were examined, and nearly 90 percent 
had bad teeth, 69 percent showed affec- 
tions of the nose and throat, swollen 
glands, enlarged or diseased tonsils. More 
than one-third had defective vision, 
round shoulders, bow legs, and anemia.” 


Facet: Shades of the old medicine shows! 
Phe cause of all man’s ailments wrapped 
in one little botthe—the shortage of cal- 
ium in the soil around the city 

This is the most farfetched and oft-used 
technique of the soil-health cranks. They 
will test one rabbit on one feed from one 
field, then use that test to explain the 
aches and pains of everyone within a 
hundred miles. You probably could use 
statistics to prove the health of these chil- 
dren to be just as firmly linked to the 
number of wrinkled fenders on New 
York taxicabs, or to the average yearly 
snowfall at the North Pole. When han- 
dled by a trickster, statistics are tricky 
things 

Who were the 300 children? Were they 
from high-income or low-income fami- 
lies? What portion of their diets actually 
came from the soil around the city? Hu- 
man beings aren’t rabbits, or cows. We 
don’t get all our food from one place 

Even if our own nearby soil were de- 
ficient in a particular element, the 
chances are against its affecting us at all 
Our potatoes come from one place, our 
oranges from 2 
for our bread from still a different loca- 
tion, and our vegetables from another 


,000 miles away, the grain 


With our present knowledge, there is 
simply no basis for saying everyone in 
New England is or is not healthy because 
the soil is better, or worse. This doesn’t 
mean there is no relauonship between soil 
and health—or that we will not someday 
discover direct connection. But so far, 
except for iodine and goiter, we have no 

Different levels of health over the 
country undoubtedly are partly due to 
soil differences— but thev also are due to 
income, to climate, to percentage of in- 
door and outdoor occ upations, to level of 
education. 

And to our food habits. It doesn’t make 
much difference how much or how Littl 
calcium is in a glass of milk, if you don’t

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What is a 
year- round hog house? 


Ray Joslin answers that question here and shows 


how good quarters return him a comfortable profit 


By ¢. H. Van Viack 


Agricultural Engineer, lowa State College 


On the Ray Joslin farmin Cedar County, 
Iowa, they farrow hogs winter, summer, 
and fall. Early last September, 755 hogs 
were being raised on the farm. All but the 
sows had been born in the new 24’x50’, 
gable-roof hog house. 

Mr. Joslin says saving pigs is easy there 
because they have warm, dry quarters 
even though winter temperatures pre- 
vail outside 

‘*‘And the insulated and easily venti- 
lated house is cool in swmmer as well as 
warm in winter. The whole drove heads 


for the cool house about 9 o'clock in the 


forenoon on hot summer days. They stay 
there until late afternoon. The slot Fenti- 
lator on the south lets out the warm air 
which collects near the ceiling. Outside 
heat doesn’t go through the insulated 
walls and ceiling.” Joslin said 

When asked what other features of the 
hog house he considered important, he 
replied: “There are two I would put right 
together. First, the slight rise in the con- 
crete floor between pens is worth a lot 
I’m sure I saved a case of scours from 
spreading from one pen to another last

For  full- 
grown differential or big yellow grass- 
hoppers, double the dose. Chlordane is a 
slow killer and results are not at once ap- 
parent, but hoppers stop feeding as soon 
as they swallow a good dose. The killing 
effect of Chlordane lasts about 10 days 

Benzene hexachloride is best as a dust, 
although it may be used as a spray made 


from wettable powder. Use at the rate of 


0.3 pound actual gamma isomer benzene 
hexachloride per acre, or 30 pounds of 1 
percent gamma isomer dust per acre 
(The directions on the package will tell 
you how to get this concentration.) Ef- 
fect of this material lasts about two days 
Toxaphene, or chlorinated camphene, 
can be used as a dust, as a wettable pow- 
der in water, or as an emulsion. The 
emulsion usually lasts longer. Available 
in 10 percent and 20 percent dusts, it 
gives good results when used at the rate 
of 30 pounds of 10 percent dust per acre 
As an emulsion, it should be used at the 
rate of 144 pounds actual Toxaphene 
against small hoppers or 2'4 or 3 pounds 
against large hoppe rs Toxaphene is 
effective for about as long as Chlordane 


L hoppers are confined to the field you 
want to treat, you can do a good job with 
benzene hexachloride. But if the pests 
are moving into your field from outside,

Cost of applying these new insecticides 
varies with the type of equipment and th« 
material used. Some airplane companies

None of these new insecticides should 
be used on forage crops, or fruit just be- 
fore harvest, as they may be harmful to 
domestic animals or human beings. Tox- 
ic residues of Chlordane and T yxaphe ne 
will disappear in about three weeks; of 
benzene hexachloride in about one week 

Don’t expect magic from any of these 
insecticides. They do the best job on suc- 
culent clover and alfalfa that is most at- 
tractive to the hoppers, and the poorest 
on clover stubble or other vegetation al- 
ready stripped by hoppers 

Usually, they do a better job early in 
the season—when hoppers are young 
than in late August or September. With 
dry vegetation that grasshoppers don’t 
eat, poison baits sometimes may be more 
effective, but benzene hexachloride as a 
dust usually does a good job under such 
conditions

What are B vitamins? Niacin (nico- 
tinic acid), riboflavin, pantothenic acid, 
and Biz are so important for swine that 
every hog-raiser should know about them 
and what they can do for pigs. Let’s pass 
up thiamin, pyridoxine, choline, PABA 
inositol, and folic acid by saying that, so 
far, they have not been shown to be im- 
portant in practical swine feeding. 


Niacin and neere. Have your pigs had 
necro? Chances are pretty good that a lot 
of this nasty necrotic enteritis (nutritional 
type) is due to feeding too little high- 

quality protein supplement 
Most protein-rich feeds, including the 
animal by-products, fish meal, and other 
fish by-products, milk by-products, and 
some packing-house by-products, are 
rich in niacin. Better still, they provide a

A veterinarian from lowa recently told 
me that feeding corn without enough 
supplement is responsible for thousands 
of cases of runty pigs in the state. Accord- 
ing to him, many of them have scours. He 
also said that hundredsof cases of necrotic- 
enteritis after vaccination are due to too 
little protein-rich supplements 

At Michigan State College we have 
come in contact with many cases al 
runty pigs with scours, both in experi- 
ments and on farms. About 80 percent of 
these pigs make rapid recovery when 
they get enough protein and B vitamins 

lake the typical case of Harold Albert’s 
pigs, in lonia County, Michigan. In the 
summer of 1948 we were called to his 
farm along with his veterinarian, Doctor 
Sterner, to help with some sick pigs. A 
large number of his 69 pigs were scouring 
badly, losing weight. Worst of all, some of 
them were dying 

We recommended our old reliable 
*“balanced-ration” cure. We suggested 
that the commercial supplement be 
mixed 1 part to 3 parts of grain, instead 
of the 1-to-8 mixture he was using. Our 
suggestions also included a mixture of

treatment was given As soon as the pigs 
made some recovery, the sodium-fluoride 
treatment for worms was used The re- 
covery was rapid, as it usually is in these 
cases. In fact, Albert got his pigs to 
market last fall before prices broke and 
before the pigs were 6 months old 

\ few years ago some people thought 
that when pigs get “necro,” a litte niacin 
would cure it. We now know that niacin 
alone is not enough and that there will be 
a deficiency of other B vitamins as well. 
Again, we suggest protein-rich feeds as 
the best source of the B vitamins 


Goose-stepping, creeked legs. Very 
few of the grains and concentrate feeds 
that are fed to swine contain liberal 
amounts of pantothenic acid. When the 
teed is low in pantothenic acid for some 
weeks, goose-stepping Or crooked legs 
show up 

Dairy by-products, fish by-products, 
and alfalfa meal are good sources. Of 
course, green pasture is good. Corn is 
especially low and varies a lot in the con- 
tent of pantothenic acid as in other B 
vitamins. In dry-lot feeding—if corn 
happens to be low in this vitamin 
“goose-stepping” often occurs in 6 to 10 
weeks. If the protein supplement con- 
tains some fish by-products or milk by- 
products that are high in pantothenic 
acid, the trouble isn’t likely to show up 
Pasture helps prevent the trouble 

But goose-stepping is not confined to 
dry-lot feeding. Last summer a feed man 
in Illinois wrote me that one of his friends 
had more than 100 pigs on feed out in the 
pasture and a large percentage of them 
developed We have 
found pasture-fed pigs with this trouble 
several times. In fact, it has occurred 
right in our college herd when we thought

we were feeding a balanced ration. 

We still think that mineral plays some 
part in so-called posterior paralysis and 
other leg abnormalities. It is likely that 
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pantothenic-acid deficiency also is in-

Guides to good furniture arrangement 


Small, square rooms are real problems, 
no matter how you look at them. When 
doorways break up wall space, try 
matching arrangements on either side to 
make use of all available space. Center 
sofa on one wall, with two end

Don't skimp on salt! 


STRANGE as it may seem, livestock of 


various kinds frequently are poisoned by 
eating ordinary stock salt. The circum- 
stances are always the same 

Salt has not been provided to the ani- 
mals for a long time, with the possible ex- 
ception of a little that has been mixed in 
with their feed. Then the owner suddenly 
decides to supply some, and dumps a sack 
or two into the salt boxes outdoors 

Animals are ravenously hungry for 
salt after being deprived of it for a long 
time, and consequently may eat too much 
of it. This causes poisoning, sometimes 
severe enough to kill animals 

Prevention is as simple as providing 
salt free-choice at all times to farm live- 
stock. Animals then eat a little at a time, 


and never get around to poisoning them- 


selves with an overdose of it 


Lockjaw in lambs 


OUR ATTENTION recently was called to 
a lamb suffering from lockjaw or tetanus 

This lamb had been castrated by a new 
method called elastration. The method, 
used for both castrating and docking, 
consists of placing a special-type rubber 
band around the bag or tail with appli- 
cator forceps 

Doubtless, there is less chance for lock- 
jaw by this method than by open castra- 
tion with a knife 
be seen. But some prefer to castrate lambs 
with a small-sized “pincer”? or emascula- 
tome. They can be “pinched” when a few 
days old, and there is no risk of infection 
because no break of the skin is produced 
The same goes for docking, but here a 
large-sized emasculatome is used
